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Upland Council backs | 
flood assessment plan

The Upland City Council of- 
fered its unanimous support Mon- 
day night to a 10-year benefit 
assessment: program for flood 
control that county supervisors 
May propose to voters in next 
November’s election. 


Mayor John McCarthy directed 
City Engineer Fred Blanchard ‘to 
tell the county’s Zone 1 Commit- 
tee that Upland will support this 
new tax. Each council member 
said they support the proposal 
because the funding — and re- 
sulting flood control projects — 
are desperately needed in the 
West End. 


McCarthy said that although 
Zone 1 needs $350 million to 
complete needed flood -control 
projects, the benefit assessment 
program will raise $50 million 
over'the 10 years it is implement- 
ed. Some 13 percent of the total 
revenue will be used for regional

Two West End school board 
members campaigning for city 
council may be forced to give up 
their trusteeships not only due to 
public opinion, but also due to a 
court decision delivered last Oc- 
tober. 

Dina Hunter of Upland and Bill 
Tunney of Fontana each hold a 
seat on their city’s school board, 
and each want a seat on their 
city councils. Both are sure they- 
could handle the two public of- 
fices with few or no problems. 

But their respective city attor- 
neys are not so sure. In fact, 
each has offered an opinion to 
their city officials that the school 
board and the city council are 
‘“‘incompatible”’ offices. 

And, according to a decision by 
Superior Court Judge Donald 
Turner last fall, one cannot hold 
“incompatible’’ public offices 
concurrently. 

Turner’s decision was in a suit 
against John Gilday, president of 
the Chino Basin Municipal Water 
District board. Gilday was re- 
elected to a fourth term on the 
City Council in 1980 while also a 
director of the water board. Jack 
Comstock, who lost to Gilday in 
the 1974 water board election, 


purposes, he added. 

If adopted by voters, McCarthy 
said, the assessment would be $39 
per dwelling per year for most 
homeowners, plus $2 per acre for 
homes on lots larger than one 
acre. That compares with $312 
per acre of industrial property, 
and $2 per acre (with a $10 
minimum) for undeveloped land. 


Blanchard and other West End 
city representatives have been 
meeting for several months with 
the Zone 1 Committee on the 
area’s flood control problems. 
The committee is expected to 
make its recommendation to the 
Board of Supervisors soon, he 
said. The supervisors will make 
the final determination of wheth- 
er to place the issue on the 
November ballot. 


In other action, the council — 
sitting as the Community Rede- 
velopment Agency — unanimous- 
ly adopted its first redevelopment 
plan. Council members did not 
discuss the plan before adoption. 


This draft Redevelopment Plan 
for Project Area No. 1 must now 


be reviewed and discussed by the 


agencies reporting to the CRA, 
including the newly formed 
Project Area Committee. ; 

Redevelopment consultant Rod 
Gunn said the PAC will serve the 
redevelopment agency in an ad- 
visory capacity, much like the 
Planning Commission serves the 
City Council. 

While the PAC is supposed to 
have 15 members, only 14 people 
had volunteered by Monday 
night’s meeting, and one of those 


may decline to accept his ap- @ 


pointment.

Some 18 months later, Turner 
ruled that Gilday had to give up 
either of his public offices be- 
cause the two “are incompatible 
in that they create a conflict of 
interest.’’ 

Negotiations between the two 
agencies, Turner explained, 
could cause Gilday to take a 
position for one body against the 
other. 

“A conflict exists when a per- 
son who holds two public offices 
could be called upon to vote upon 
an issue or influence a decision 
which would benefit one entity to 
the disadvantage of the other,” 
Turner. wrote. “Such a situation 
exists here... Mr. Gilday may 
find himself. in a position of 
having to choose sides.”’ 

Fontana City Attorney John 
Rager said this decision directly 
applies to Tunney’s situation. The 
school board enters contracts 
with the city, and Tunney could 
have competing interests while 
ee such agreements, Rager 
said. 

““You’re serving two masters,” 
he said. “You can’t negotiate 
with yourself. That is incompati- 
bility of office.’ 

Tunney said he .has already 


- decided’ that, if elected to the 


council, he will give up his seat 


on the school board. 
Upland City Attorney Donald 
Maroney said Hunter also will 


have potential conflicts when the @ 
city negotiates with the school @| 
district for such things as cross- @ 
ing guards or use of school | 


grounds. An extra conflict prob- 
lem could arise with the city’s 
new redevelopment plans, he not- 
ed

Maroney explained. The redevel- 


opment laws regarding conflict of # 


interest are very stringent, and 
could preclude Hunter from be- 
coming a council member for 
that reason alone. 


Hunter disagrees. ‘I have nev- ; 
er thought, nor do I really be- @ 


lieve, that what’s good for the 
city of Upland is not good for the 
school district,’’ Hunter ob- 
served. Contract negotiations be- 
tween the two agencies, then, 
— cause no conflicts, she 


said. 

Also, redevelopment law allows 
one to retain whatever interests 
one has before taking public of- 
fice, and Hunter reasoned this 
should also mean a seat on a 
school board. 

She said she will probably give 


‘up her school board seat if elect- 


ed to the council. :

But Upland officials have already 
agreed that no residents will be displaced by 
redevelopment projects, so the PAC is just an extra 
means of providing public opinion for the CRA when 
it makes a final decision on each project. 


The PAC will not be assuming responsibilities of 
the Planning Commission, Markman said. The 
Planning Commission will review plans for redevel- 
opment to see that they conform to the city’s 
general plan; the PAC will review the plans to see if 
they conform with public opinion.

Faced with the twin trouble of proba- 
ble overcrowding next fall and a trea- 
sury lacking cash to build a new 
school, the Central School District of 
Rancho Cucamonga will ask voters this 
June to increase interest rates on old 
school bonds. 

Only one other school district in the 
state, in Irvine, has tested a similar 
measure calling for a special election 
to increase the rate of interest on 
authorized but unsold building bonds. 

Irvine’s increase in the coupon rate 
on old, unmarketable bonds, approved 
by voters last November, was upheld 
as valid by an Orange County Superior 
Court judge last month. The Irvine 
district chose to test its precedent in 
court itself rather than have it chal- 
lenged later, said Dave King, an ad- 
ministrator of the Irvine Unified 
School District. 

Central will attempt a similar elec- 
tion in one of two special elections 
called by school districts within the 
county for the June primary, according 
to the registrar of voters. The other is

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Audience questions 
school board record

There’s still a furor over 
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tions — their audience is. 
“I must publicly state 
and protest the minutes 
of Feb. 25 are less than 
an accurate representa- 
tion of what happened,” 


~ Dick Haynes, Hawthorne 


Elementary School prin- 
cipal, told the board this 


week. 

He added the document 
was filled with misspell- 
ings, was written in an 
unclear manner and was 
riddled with “‘poor gram- 
matical errors.” 

Haynes pointed out the 
minutes are the board’s 
official record and are a 
public document, ‘“‘re- 
flecting an image’’ of 
OMSD. He said the Feb. 
25 minutes were such a 
shambles, they gave him 
a “poor image’ of the 
district. 

“Hardly anything I said 
in content was reported,” 
an angry Bob DiGianto- 
masso, an OMSD teacher, 
eomplained. 

On Feb. 25 he had 
charged Trustee James 
B. Strait with attending a 
meeting with parents, se- 
lected administrators and 
selected school princi- 
pals, helping to set up 
committees to ‘‘harass 
the board.” 

The minutes misspelled 


his name and stated only | 


that the teacher ‘‘ex- 
pressed his concerns re- 
garding Mr. Strait’s 
motives and attendance 
at the parents’ meeting.” 
The angry teacher de- 
manded that the nature of 
his concerns be recorded. 
Technically, the school 
superintendent has re- 
sponsibility for the min- 
utes, but in 
Superintendent Bill Plas- 
ter’s absence for medical 
reasons, a group of five 
key administrators jointly 
share that responsibility 
now. 

Robert Vislay, director 
of the instructional sup- 
port division, apologized 
for the condition of the 
minutes and said the 
group didn’t have time to 
review them — they went 
before the board exactly 
as Janet George, Plas- 
ter’s executive secretary, 
prepared them. 

Vislay said Feb. 26, the 
day after the last board 
meeting two weeks ago, 
he issued a memo to 
George asking that the 
minutes be ready for re- 
view by Wednesday, 
March 4. 

He said when the day 


arrived George had only 
three pages of the docu- 
ment finished. Vislay said 
he didn’t get a complete 
copy of the minutes until 
last Monday, two working 
days after the final draft 
of the document was due 
at the print shop. 

Strait, who two weeks 
ago protested the group 
of administrators editing 
George’s work, suggested 
the minutes be tabled and 
that the staff correct any 
errors they found. 

“We could end up in an 
argument here. I don’t 
have any great concern 
here. I don’t see any po- 
litical battle,”’ Strait said. 

“Wait a minute,”’ Trust- 
ee Judy Briggs said. ““We 
have been there before.” 
She said the last time 
minutes were tabled for 
an accuracy search, the 
group of administrators 
and two board members 
were accused of “‘tamper- 
ing” with official min- 
utes. 

She said Vislay and the 
other administrators 
should first hear the con- 
cerns of anybody who 
questioned the minutes, 
so they will know what 
they’re looking for when 
they check the minutes 
against tape recordings. 
The line of people in the 
audience with corrections 
was a long one. 


Judy Moorehead pointed 
out that a key argument 
over the minutes Feb. 25 
was over a motion by 
Briggs not recorded in 
George’s original version. 

George made only one 
statement then, saying 
she believed her original 
minutes were being 
changed, that she had not 
made an error. Following 
that statement, all five 
administrators and two 
board members said, 
while going over tran- 
scripts with George, they 
heard the motion read 
over twice. 


Moorehead noted that 
entire section had been 
left out of George’s Feb. 
25 minutes. 


“There are some sen- 
tences I had to read three 
times to understand what 
I read,”’ Moorehead said. 


Bob Levlowski said a 
statement he had made 
was not only unclear in 
the minutes, it wasn’t at- 
tributed to him. 

Ken Dean, chairman of 
the Coalition of Parents 
and Educators, directed 
attention to a section of 
the minutes stating the 
board was told a petition 
seeking recall of Briggs 
was. being circulated. 
Dean said the board 


members weren’t in- 
formed of a petition, they 
were asked if they were 
aware of a rumor that 
one was being circulated. 

Dean was apparently up- 
set with Vislay’s report 
that the minutes had been 
submitted to him for re- 
view so late. ‘Why were 
they late to Bob Vislay... 
that would eliminate 
these problems,”’ he said. 





But trustees received no 
answer to that question 
from George. 

“There apparently was a 
problem in preparation of 
the minutes. Every once

just don’t want this to 
turn into a personnel item 
— which is something we 
shouldn’t do out here (in 
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public session).”’

Under the plan, gradu- 
ate students would no 
longer be eligible for 
Guaranteed. Student Loan 
funds. and they would be 
required to borrow from 
Auxiliary Loan funds at 
14 percent interest, paya- 
ble immediately in 
monthly installments. 

At the same time, the 
National Direct Student 
Loan Program for both 
undergraduate and grad- 
uate students would be 
eliminated, the Work- 
Study Program would be 
cut by 25 percent and 
more than one million 
students would be forced 
out of the Pell Grant Pro- 
gram. fer undergraduates 
from lower-income fami- 
lies. 

It is widely feared that 
such ‘cuts in financial aid 
to students would severe- 
ly weaken the higher edu- 
cation system, college 
officials said. 

Claremont Graduate 
School, for example, 
would stand to lose 62 
percent. of its current to- 
tal financial aid budget — 
or about $2 million for the 
next fiscal year — if the 
proposed federal budget 
is adopted, said Caroth- 


ers. 

“A total of 420 students 
would lose aid at CGS,” 
she added. 

Carothers reported that 
David. A. Stockman, fed- 
eral budget director, 
states that it is unfair to 
ask the taxpayers toe pay 
for education of graduate 
students. “He forgets that 
an educated society bene- 
fits everyone. The public 
benefits from education 
and should be willing to 
pay. Many student loan 
programs started after 
the Russians gained on us 
in space technology.” 
Albrecht charged that 
the present administra- 
tion is not interested in 
education.

It is 4 percent 
of the vehicle’s worth in 
Arizona and 5.75 percent 
in Nevada, where the reg- 
istration fee for an $8,000 
ear is $112. That includes 
a personal property tax 
on the vehicle. 

California’s crackdown 
to find motorists with out- 
of-state plates who should 
be carrying California 
plates is about to begin, 
according to Carole Wag- 
goner, processing manag- 
er for DMV’s vehicle 
registration section in 
Sacramento. 

The crackdown will fol- 
low a successful pilot pro- 
gram in four Northern 
California counties where 
more than 5,000 of 9,000 
motorists checked were 
tagged by the CHP and 
DMV for violating state 
vehicle registrations laws 
and forced to pay up. 

DMV collected a total of 
$626,352 in fees, at a low 
administrative cost of 
$51,571. 

‘The drive in Northern 
California certainly paid 
off, but that’s just the tip 
of the iceberg,’’ said 
Waggoner. ‘‘We think 
there are at least 200,000 
other California motorists 
on the streets and high- 
ways who are registered 
out of state. And we’re 
going after them.

The DMV hopes to ini- 
tially collect at least $3.3 
million from at least 50,-

On a new car valued at 
$8,000, registration fees in 
California total $162, of 
which the DMV ‘keeps 


$23, the flat registration: 


fee, and local and county 
governments get $139 in 
taxes for general use. 

The state’s sales tax is 6 
percent. 

For those who were re- 
quired to pay the Califor- 
nia sales tax but did not 
by registering elsewhere, 
the penalty is 10 percent 
when caught. 

A car purchased in Ari- 
zona requires an $8 regis- 
tration fee, $5.44 for an 
engine emissions check, 
$4 for title, and a 4 per- 
cent sales tax. 

Many Arizona-registered 
cars are in the hands of 
California residents, 
Waggoner said. 

Arizona just completed 
its own crackdown on out- 
state-motorists who fail 
to register, said Edith 
McKay of that state’s De- 
partment of Transporta- 
tion. ‘Our tax structure 
is more favorable than 
some other states,’’ she 
said. 

Nevada, too, has been 
searching after Nevada 
residents with out-of-state 
plates, especially from 
Oregon, said Dave Law- 
son, administrative as- 
sistant with the Nevada 
DMV. 

“We're particularly con- 
cerned about Nevada res- 
idents who purchase cars 
in Oregon because they 
have no sales tax there. 

‘‘We have residents sav- 
ing about $500 or $600 by 
doing that, then register- 
ing the car with a rela- 
tive out of state or 
something.” 

Oregon is cooperating by 
sending to Nevada lists of 


Nevadans who have pur- 
chased cars in Oregon. 

Meanwhile, California 
motorists bringing a new 
car to California from 
any state within 90 days 
of its purchase are re- 
quired by law to pay the 6 
percent California sales 
tax, but many don’t, 
Waggoner said. 

The CHP will be looking 
for them, too. 

“It’s no wonder that so 
many California residents 
are driving around with 
out-of-state plates,”’ she 
said. ‘“‘They think they’ll 
be thought of as tourists 
and get away with it for- 
ever.” 

James Anderson, a San 
Diego CHP spokesman, 
said the evasion is so 
blatant, that some motor- 


ists openly laugh about it - 


when confronted. 

‘“‘And there are plenty of 
cars with Oregon license 
plates out there, and the 
drivers don’t live there,” 
he said. 

The CHP and DMV are 
also attempting to collar 
thousands of motorists 
who have moved to Cali- 
fornia, but continue to 
maintain their registra- 
tions in their home states 
because fees there are 
cheaper. 


When a motorist takes 
up residence in Califor- 
nia, he or she has 20 days 
from the time of expira- 
tion of the out-of-state 
registration papers to re- 
gister in California. 


Jerry Fernandez, assist- 
ant manager of a DMV 
office, said the situation 
has been a constant prob- 
lem, but that up to now it 
has been difficult to 
check up on motorists be- 
cause of the absence of 
concerted action. 


Most violators were ap- 
prehended after being 
turned in by neighbors or 
work associates, he said. 
Fernandez said the DMV 
investigation section tries 
to follow up on all such 
reports. 

Penalty fees for failing 
to register are 20 percent 








and higher. 
The state crackdown is 
expected to make more 
headway than ever be- 
fore, involving a com- 
bined effort of the DMV, 
CHP and state Board of 
Equalization to discover 
motorists violating vehi- 
cle-registration laws. 
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The enforcement begins 
with CHP officers who 
will keep an eye out for 
motorists suspected of 
trying to evade registra- 
tion laws, said Sgt. Jim 
Elliott, of the Sacramento 
CHP office. 

The CHP can stop cars

Dear Master Gardener 

Q. We have a beautiful deep pink crepe myrtle 
tree that is three years old. How and when should 
we prune it? 

A. Your crepe myrtle should be pruned while 
dormant to insure compact growth. It needs overall, 
heavy pruning to encourage new wood that will 
produce the next season’s flowers. Flower produc- 
tion will tend to be disappointing if it is left 
unpruned. To prune the tree, cut back new growth 


twelve to eighteen. inches from the tip, removing - 


whole branches where necessary for shape. Sucker 
growth and flower. clusters should also be cut back. 


Q. For the past three years I have been trying to — 
grow good corn but have had no luck. I’ve planted - 


using different spacing between rows and plants and 
still have no luck. T do not fertilize when I plant the 
seeds. Can you give me some suggestions? 

A. Several suggestions may help you. You should 
begin by spading the soil six to tne inches deep. 
Make at least three to four rows spaced 32 to 36 
inches apart. Before planting, it is necessary to 
fertilize. Mix three pounds of fertilizer per 100 
square feet of soil into the soil. Plant seeds four to 
six inches apart and two inches deep:and cover with 


Grape vines make 
good patio cover 


There are three reasons why grape vines make 
excellent patio covers: they produce tasty fruit; 
they give thick shade in the summer while letting 
the sunshine through for warmth in the winter; and 
they grow rapidly. 

There are several table grape varieties that. are 
famed for their ability to be trained over an arbor or 
patio cover. It’s best, though, to consult with your 
local member of the California “Association of 
Nurserymen on the adaptability of the various 
varieties to your particular locale. 

Also be sure to check into the planting instruc- 
tions for your grape vines with your nurseryman. 
They’re not complicated but they are slightly 
different from the procedure you follow when 
planting most shrubs and trees. You see, much more 
of the plant is placed below the surface of the 
ground. It should be planted to the same depth as it 
was in the nursery. 

Annual pruning of grape vines is done in late 
winter or early spring when the vines are complete- 
ly dormant. According to the age of the bearing 
vine, the number of fruit buds should be limited 
from 30-100. This will insure good quality fruit. Each 
bud produces two bunches of luscious, juicy grapes. 

We should mention that the grape has a need for 
an abundance of sunlight and heat. Usually place- 
ment on a patio roof insures this since the purpose 
of the patio cover is to protect the patio from the 
sun’s glare. If, however, the patio has been placed to 
protect your home only from the morning or late 
afternoon sun, the homeowner should consider 
whether the vine will receive sufficient sunlight to 
ensure a good crop of grapes.

A. Fig trees should be fertilized in late winter or 
early spring. Young trees may be fed a small 
amount of nitrogen fertilizer, such as ammonium 
sulfate. Too much fertilizer on a young tree can 
result in tree damage. During the first growing 
season, apply no more than a couple of handfuls of 
fertilizer. After the first growing season, apply 
fertilizer during the winter. Apply one cupful 
fertilizer the first winter and increase the amount by 
one cupful each winter until the tree is four years 
old. Mature trees need no more than two pounds of 
ammonium sulfate. Be careful not to encourage 
excessive growth by overfertilization because this 
delays fruit ripening and reduces quality.
